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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Although the amendments to the claims would overcome the rejection of Claims 7-18 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, Applicant's response has not sufficiently addressed the rejection of Claims 1, 2, 4, and 5 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph. Specifically, Applicant argues that the limitation "the subset" in Claims 1 and 2 has a clear antecedent basts in Claim 
1 , line 7. However, the Examiner notes that the portion of Claim 1 quoted by Applicant recites more than one subset: "A SUBSET of A 
PLURALITY OF predetermined SUBSETS" (emphasis added). It is not clear whether the limitation refers to "a subset" or to another one 
of "a plurality of ... subsets". The Examiner further notes the amended limitation of "at least two of the subsets of the plurality of 
predetermined subsets" in lines 7-8 of Claim 1; although the antecedent basis is clear for "the plurality of predetermined subsets", the 
limitation at issue ("the subset") could also refer to one of the "at least two of the subsets". Applicant's argument is not persuasive to 
overcome the rejection of Claims 1 , 2, 4, and 5 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, and therefore is not considered to materially 
reduce or simplify the issues for appeal.
